To  The  CITIZENS  OP  MERRIMAC: 

The  Finance  Committee  respectfully  submits,  for  your 
aoproval,  their  budget  recommendations  for  the  fiscal  year  Julvl. 

1975  to  June  30,  1976. 

You  will  note  that  we  made  no  recommendations  on  the 
special  articles  as  they  were  not  received  by  the  Committee  in 
time  to  meet  the  printing  schedule. 

As  was  the  case  last  year,  we  were  unable  to  reach  an 
agreed  figure  with  the  Merrimac  School  Committee.  The  Merrimac 
School  Budget  figure  appearing  in  the  Qnnibus  Article  is  the 
amount  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee. 

As  a  point  of  interest,  salary  increases  for  Town  i&iployees 
were  held  to  a  percentage  increase  of  7$.  (Exclusive  of  Police 
and  Teachers). 

Considering  the  financial  plight  in  which  the  State  now 
finds  itself,  it  is  only  logical  to  assume  that  Cherry  Sheet 
reimbursements  will  be  reduced  for  this  coming  year.  We  hope  you 
will  consider  this  prior  to  voting  on  all  issues  involving  money. 

Please  take  note  of  the  following  information: 

Basically,  the  tax  rate  is  figured  as  follows: 

ALL  money  voted  by  the  taxpayers  to  be  spent  MINUS 
ALL  reimbursements  (schools,  highways,  etc.  EQUALS 
The  amount  that  must  be  raised  by  taxation. 

Each  dollar  of  the  tax  rate  equals  approximately  $15,600.00 
of  the  amount  that  must  be  raised  by  taxation.

As  Veterans’  Service  Officer  the  accomplishments  have  been  many  as 
follows:  Securing  compensation,  pensions,  hospitalization,  outpatient 
treatment,  additional  pension  for  the  housebound,  educational  benefits, 
G.I.  Loans,  insurance,  affidavits,  medical  records,  annual  income 
questionnaires,  tax  exemptions,  burial  allowances,  power  of  attorneys, 
certificates  of  service,  and  many  other  varied  services.  I  have  also  had 
many  phone  calls,  personal  contacts,  and  many  letters  have  been 
drafted  and  typed  for  veterans  and  their  dependents.  Grave  markers  and 
flags  were  distributed  as  required. 

As  Veterans’  Agent  I  have  taken  applications  for  benefits,  allowed 
justified  payments,  issued  warrants,  issued  food  orders,  obtained 
authorizations  and  reimbursements,  and  maintained  records.  I  have 
filed  required  reports  with  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans’  Services, 
Boston,  Mass.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BROX  BUILDING  RENOVATION  COMMITTEE 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

This  is  the  report  of  the  Brox  Building  Renovation  Committee 
authorized  by  the  article  on  the  warrant  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
held  May  6,  1974. 

The  purpose  of  this  committee  was  to  continue  the  remodeling  and 
renovation  of  the  Brox  Building  using  the  sum  of  $70,000  transferred 
from  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds.  An  additional  $30,500  was 
authorized  to  be  transferred  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on 
October  21,  1974. 

This  committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  as 
follows:  Forrest  Bishop,  Everett  Cossar,  Francis  Drenth,  Richard 
Herbert,  Richard  Powers,  Ronald  Shaw  and  William  Vigneault.  William 
Vigneault  resigned  from  the  committee  and  Donald  Montigny  was 
appointed  a  non-voting  member. 

At  the  first  meeting  Forrest  Bishop  was  voted  chairman  and  Everett 
Cossar  was  elected  secretary. 

The  largest  single  expenditure  this  year  was  repairing  the  roof  of  the 
building.  All  the  old  tar  and  gravel  was  stripped  to  allow  for  the 
examination  of  the  planking.  Approximately  600  sq.  ft.  of  planking  and 
some  timbers  had  to  be  replaced.  Then  the  chimney  had  to  be  taken 
down  before  resurfacing  the  roof.  New  paper  underlayment  and 
flashing  together  with  a  new  surface  of  tar  and  gravel  was  added  to  give 
the  building  a  long  lasting  maintenance  free  roof. 

All  the  broken  and  cracked  skylights  were  replaced.  At  the  same 
time  foam  seals  were  added  between  the  skylights  and  the  metal  frames. 

The  next  expenditure  outside  the  building  was  filling,  grading  and 
resurfacing  the  front  of  the  building  together  with  adding  a  paved 
driveway  to  the  rear  of  the  building  and  a  small  area  at  the  rear  of  the 
building  for  the  Highway  Dept,  entrance  to  the  building. 

This  year  our  attention  centered  mainly  on  the  Fire  Dept,  area  as  far 
as  the  inside  of  the  building  is  concerned. 

The  walls  and  ceilings  were  steamed  cleaned  and  a  fresh  coat  of  paint 
was  added. 

Through  the  help  of  Mr.  Ray  Bastarache,  an  instructor  at  Whittier 
Vocational  Tech  and  Merrimac  resident,  inquiries  were  made  as  to  the 
possibility  of  the  school  doing  jobs  to  gain  some  practical  experience 
and  at  the  same  time  save  the  town  considerable  expense.  During  the 
year,  an  excellent  relationship  has  evolved. 
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A  project  such  as  building  of  offices  was  given  to  the  school,  where 
the  students  would  figure  the  list  of  materials  required  and  then  the 
committee  would  then  go  out  for  bids  for  the  required  materials. 

This  type  of  project  is  most  beneficial  to  the  school  to  give  the 
students  actual  job  conditions  from  the  planning  stage  to  actual 
completion. 

New  overhead  lighting  has  been  added  in  the  Fire  Dept.  area.  The 
old  lighting  in  the  truck  area  is  now  tied  to  some  new  lighting  in  the 
offices  together  with  some  lighting  in  the  Highway  Dept,  for  an 
auxiliary  lighting  system  in  case  of  .a  complete  power  failure. 

Toilets  for  the  Fire  Dept,  and  Highway  Dept,  are  being  completed. 

In  the  Highway  Dept.,  an  office  is  being  built  in  conjunction  with 
the  office  construction  in  the  Fire  Dept.  area. 

In  the  Fire  Dept,  area',  offices,  storage  rooms  and  the  meeting  hall 
with  be  completed  by  the  town  meeting.  This  will  allow  them  to  move 
permanently  into  the  building. 

Then  our  attention  will  be  concentrated  on  the  Police  Dept.  area. 

Floor  plans  of  the  area  are  completed  and  structural  engineering 
changes  are  being  analyzed  at  which  time  construction  will  start  in  the 
Police  Dept.  area. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  other  town 
departments  for  their  cooperation  throughout  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Merrimac  Council  on  Aging  was  approved  by  a  vote  of  the 
townspeople  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  May  of  1974. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  on  July  2,  1974  with  eight  members 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen.  The  Council  has  met  on  the  first  and  third 
Tuesday  of  the  month  since  that  time. 

Initially  it  was  determined  that  the  needs  of  the  elderly  must  be 
identified  before  an  effective  program  could  be  implemented. 

Questionnaires  were  distributed  by  members  of  the  Council  to 
citizens  over  sixty  to  determine  these  needs. 

Upon  reviewing  the  results  of  the  questionnaires,  it  was  determined 
that  transportation,  low  cost  health  services  and  improved  social 
services  as  well  as  coordination  of  all  services  available  to  the  elderly  in 
Merrimac  be  made  known  and  accessable  to  senior  citizens. 

In  October  of  1974  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  the  needs  of 
Merrimac’s  elderly  citizens  were  made  known  to  the  citizens  of 
Merrimac.  Funds  were  voted  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  for  use  by 
the  Council. 

At  this  time  the  Council  is  in  the  process  of  providing  necessary 
services  to  the  elderly  and  will. continue  to  work  on  their  behalf.

The  year,  1974,  brought  a  great  expansion  of  public  health  services 
to  Merrimac  residents. 

The  annual  pre-school  and  school  age  immunization  clinics  were  held 
in  March,  April  and  May  with  261  doses  of  vaccine  administered. 
Vaccines  for  smallpox,  diptheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough,  mumps, 
measles,  german  measles  and  polio  were  available  free  of  charge. 

The  rabies  clinic  was  held  in  June  with  73  cats  and  dogs  receiving 
vaccine. 

Flu  vaccine  was  provided  at  cost  for  town  employees  and  senior 
citizens  in  October  and  November  with  93  doses  of  vaccine 
administered  at  the  Title  VII  program,  Merri  Village  and  the  Donaghue 
School. 

Blood  pressure  clinics  began  in  April  with  the  advent  of  the  Title  VII 
meal  program.  These  clinics  are  held  weekly  at  the  Pilgrim 
Congregational  Church  and  are  open  to  both  meal  participants  and 
townspeople.  An  additional  clinic  is  also  held  weekly  at  Merri  Village 
for  the  benefit  of  the  residents.  773  blood  pressures  were  taken  at  Title 
VII  and  85  at  Merri  Village  for  a  total  of  858  at  46  clinic  during  1974. 

A  talk  on  “Diabetes  and  its  effect  on  the  Senior  Citizen”  was  given 
in  September  to  the  Senior  Citizens  Sunshine  Club. 

A  diabetic  urine  testing  clinic  was  held  in  October  at  the  Sunshine 
Club  meeting. 

Merrimac  became  involved  in  the  Childhood  Lead  Poisoning 
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Prevention  Program  in  the  spring.  In  addition  to  testing  local  children  in 
the  under  six  age  group  for  lead  poisoning,  the  service  was  included  as 
part  of  the  Chapter  766  pre-school  screening  program  for  the  Pentucket 
School  District.  Merrimac  children  were  given  201  tests;  West  Newbury, 
46;  and  Groveland  96  for  a  total  of  343  blood  lead  tests.  Included  in 
this  total  are  73  retests  given  to  Merrimac  children  who  were  found  to 
be  lead  poisoned  or  to  have  elevated  levels  requiring  close  observation.

The  1974-75  tax  rate  of  $71.00  dropped  $13.20  from  the  1973  rate 
of  $84.20.  This  was  made  possible  due  to  the  substantial  increase  in 
estimated  receipts  on  the  Fiscal  1975  Cherry  Sheet  as  well  as  two 
Cherry  Sheet  supplements  and  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing.  It  was 
further  made  possible  by  the  tax-payers  and  departments  in  holding 
down  the  spending  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  which  included  many 
transfers  from  available  funds.  Also  the  Assessors  were  able  to  raise  half 
a  million  dollars  in  new  valuation  due  largely  to  new  building.

We  are  still  having  considerable  problems  with  our  Excise  levies 
being  received  at  a  very  late  date  from  the  State.  In  fact,  I  received  on 
Apr.  3,  1974  a  1972  levy  and  on  October  29,  1974  a  1973  Excise  levy. 
I  appreciate  the  patience  and  cooperation  of  the  tax  payers  in  dealing 
with  this  situation.  There  is  not  anything  that  the  Town  can  do  about 
it.  We  have  received,  since  the  first  of  1975,  $10,578.34  in  1974  Excise 
levies. 

We  experienced  radical  changes  in  the  method  of  billing  Real  Estate 
and  Personal  Property  taxes  this  year.  There  was  one  commitment  and 
one  set  of  abatements  for  the  12-month  period,  but  the  tax  was  billed 
in  two  separate  amounts,  each  for  a  six-month  period.  The  first  six 
months  due  November  1 ,  and  the  second  six  months  will  be  due  May  1 . 


i 
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This  has  been  very  successful  as  the  Town  did  not  have  to  borrow 
but  once  during  the  year  1974  and  this  early  in  the  year,  before  this 
system  was  effective,  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  thereby  saving  many 
hundreds  of  dollars  in  interest. 

In  addition  to  issuing  two  bills,  which  doubled  the  work  of  the 
Collector,  it  was  also  necessary  to  put  unpaid  balances  on  the  second 
notice.  This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Commonwealth  that  a 
previous  balance  was  shown  on  a  subsequent  tax  bill.  I  feel  that  this 
service  is  a  very  good  one,  but  it  involves  a  lot  of  work.  Also,  the 
second  notice  has  a  problem  in  that  it  is  sent  to  the  owner  of  record  as 
of  January  1.  This,  of  course,  causes  a  conflict  if  a  transfer  is  made 
before  the  second  bill  is  issued.  However,  there  seemed  to  be  a 
minimum  of  problems  on  this  score,  and  the  benefits  in  faster 
collections  more  than  outweight  the  disadvantages.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  trustees  of  the  Merrimac  Public  Library  submit  the  annual 
report  for  1974,  their  ninetv-eighth  report. 

The  year  1974  marked  a  year  of  expanding  the  library’s  position 
within  the  community  to  meet  the  diverse  needs  of  Merrimac’s  citizens. 
During  the  year,  the  library,  through  various  programs,  tried  to  expand 
its  services  beyond  the  traditional  library  function  of  only  providing 
reading  material.  In  the  future,  more  programs  will  be  planned  to  meet 
the  various  needs  of  Merrimac  people  and  to  enlarge  the  library’s  role 
within  the  community. 

Added  to  the  library’s  circulation  of  21,885  books,  periodicals,  and 
audio-visual  materials  are  the  deposits  to  the  North  Shore  Community 
Club  (887  books);  the  requests  filled  through  the  interlibrary  loan 
service  (174  books);  the  loans  to  the  schools  (150  books);  and  the  loans 
to  the  Merrimac  Child  Care  Center  (213  books)  making  the  total 
circulation  of  materials  figure  23,309. 
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Added  to  the  library’s  collection  in  1974  were  1,129  new  titles,  and 
the  collection  was  supplemented  by  the  loan  of  1,032  titles  borrowed 
from  the  regional  bookmobile  during  its  visits  to  the  library.  Individual 
requests  for  information  or  books  beyond  the  scope  of  the  library’s 
collection  were  fulfilled  by  the  delivery  of  174  books  through  the  daily 
book  truck  service  of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Regional  Library 
System. 

1974  marked  the  first  full  year  of  service  for  the  new  children’s 
room.  With  the  addition  of  tables  and  chairs  plus  a  new  card  catalog, 
more  than  ever  the  library  is  able  to  offer  a  complete  children’s  facility 
without  interruption  to  adults  upstairs. 

In  1974  over  1,400  people  have  attended  the  new  programs  at  the 
library.  New  programs  have  included  an  adult  film  series,  a  preschool 
story  hour,  children’s  film  series,  lectures,  knitting  classes,  and  deposits 
of  materials  for  people  with  special  needs.  The  summer  reading  program 
for  children,  held  from  July  through  August,  was  split  into  two  groups 
based  on  age.  The  younger  group  enjoyed  movies,  stories,  and  simple 
crafts;  while  the  program  for  the  older  children  centered  about 
Eskimos.  The  end  of  the  program  was  climaxed  by  an  ice-cream  party 
for  both  groups. 

The  library  is  gratified  by  the  response  of  the  citizens  of  Merrimac  to 
the  expansion  of  services  and  programs;  and  we  wish  to  express  our 
gratitude  to  all  of  those  people  who  have  helped  with  their  time, 
donations,  exhibits,  programs,  and  support  for  the  library.  1974 
marked  a  year  in  which  the  library  has  begun  to  assert  itself  within  the 
community  by  attempting  to  take  a  more  active  role  in  meeting  the 
diverse  recreational  and  informational  purposes  which  todays  libraries 
are  called  upon  to  provide.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


At  the  Annual  Election  in  May,  1974,  George  P.  Stevens  was 
reelected  for  a  full  three  year  term.  The  Board  organized  as  follows:  H. 
Francis  Drenth,  Chairman;  George  P.  Stevens,  Clerk;  and  Nancy  C. 
MacGregor,  Member. 

On  January  21,  1974,  a  Special  Town  Meeting  was  called  for  the 
purpose  of  changing  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  Election  dates  to 
the  month  of  May.  The  meeting  to  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  May 
and  the  election  to  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in  May.  At  said 
meeting  it  was  voted  to  adopt  new  building  codes  as  set  forth  by  the 
Building  Officials  and  Code  Administrators  International,  Inc.  (BOCA) 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  May  6,  1974,  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $115,000  was  voted  in  order  that  the  water  supply 
project  could  be  completed.  Also  passed  was  an  article  to  transfer  the 
amount  of  $70,000  from  Revenue  Sharing  to  continue  the  renovation 
of  the  Brox  Building.  The  Town  also  accepted  mandatory  recycling. 

On  October  21,  1974,  a  Special  Town  Meeting  was  held.  It  was 
voted  to  transfer  from  Revenue  Sharing  the  amount  of  $4,666.64  for 
Police  Communications,  $30,000  for  continued  renovation  of  the  Brox 
Building,  and  $8,000  for  the  Council  on  Aging.  Several  articles  were 
passed  amending  the  Town  By-Laws  enabling  more  stringent 
enforcement. 

In  March  a  representative  from  Camp,  Dresser  and  McKee  met  with 
the  Board  to  discuss  waste  water  treatment.  It  was  decided  that  the 
Board  wait  until  June  when  the  Corps  of  Engineers  and  Regional 
Planning  Authority  would  be  submitting  a  report. 

During  the  year  of  1974,  a  Police  Contract  was  negotiated,  and 
Merrimac  and  the  Town  of  West  Newbury  entered  into  a  Regional 
Police  Communications  Contract.  Other  business  conducted  by  the 
Board  included  contracting  with  the  engineering  firm  of  Haley  &  Ward 
to  conduct  a  survey  of  the  Town’s  solid  waste  disposal  area,  and  several 
meetings  with  various  MVPC  committees  regarding  Transportation, 
Solid  Waste  and  Wastewater  Treatment.  Exterior  and  interior  painting 
and  general  refurbishing  of  the  Town  Hall  was  completed. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  appointed  and 
elected  officials  and  citizens  of  Merrimac  for  their  untiring  efforts  in 
assisting  us  in  trying  to  make  Merrimac  a  better  Town  in  which  to  live.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MERRIMAC  CENTENNIAL  COMMISSION 


To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  continued  accomplishment  and 
planning  for  the  events  which  will  celebrate  Merrimac’ s  one-hundredth 
year  in  1976. 

Once  a  month  in  February,  March,  April  and  May,  of  1974  the 
Centennial  Commission  sponsored  a  series  of  illustrated  lectures  on  the 
history  of  Merrimac.  As  in  the  earlier  programs,  35  mm  slides  made 
from  old  photographs  were  the  basis  for  each  program.  The  public 
response  was  excellent  and  the  attendance  was  gratifying.  With  some 
modification  of  topics  and  an  expanded  collection  of  slides,  the  same 
monthly  schedule  is  being  presented  this  year.  These  programs  have 
served  the  dual  purpose  of  generating  interest  in  the  history  of  the  town 
as  well  as  raising  money  for  the  centennial  celebration. 

On  Saturday,  August  17,  1974,  the  commission  sponsored  another 
fund-raising  ’’Old  Merrimac  Day.”  The  activities  of  the  day  were  similar 
to  those  of  the  year  before:  open  house  at  the  Old  Sawyer  House; 
costumed  tours  and  photo  exhibit  at  the  Landing  School  House;  a  flea 
market;  bean  supper;  ice  cream  parlor;  and  evening  block  dance  in 
Merrimac  Square.  On  sale  throughout  the  day  was  the  centennial 
commemorative  coin,  in  gold,  silver,  and  bronze,  as  well  as  a  reprint  of 
a  1889  map  of  the  town.  (Presently,  the  coins  are  on  sale  at  the 
Merrimac  Savings  Bank  and  the  map  may  be  purchased  at  the 
Merrimack  Valley  National  Bank.)  We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
those  who  directed  the  events  and  supported  the  functions  by  their 
patronage. 

The  site  markers  for  the  Merrimac  Historic  Trail  have  been 
completed  and  should  be  installed  during  the  summer.  Each  marker  has 
a  number,  and  an  illustrated  guide-book  will  explain  the  historical 
significance  of  each  numbered  site. 

In  place  of  a  separate  pictorial  history,  the  plan  is  to  increase  the 
number  of  photographs  in  the  historic  trail  guide-book  and  in  the 
published  formal  history,  thereby  eliminating  duplication  and  cost. 

House  plaques  designed  by  James  S.  Smith  are  now  available.  For 
those  wishing  to  designate  the  age  of  their  home,  exterior  plywood  or 
cast  aluminum  plaques  may  be  obtained  with  the  proper  date  inscribed. 
These  same  items  may  be  used  as  commemorative  plaques,  with  the 
centennial  dates  of  the  town  (1876-1976)  or  bicentennial  dates  of  the 
nation  (1776-1976.) 

The  Centennial  Commission  has  nearly  completed  the  restoration  of 
the  interior  at  the  Town  Hall.  The  original  interior  shutters  have  been

repaired  and  rehung,  the  ceilings  and  walls  have  been  repainted,  and  the 
floors  cleaned  and  sealed.  An  excellent  portrait  of  Mr.  William  P. 
Sargent,  which  originally  hung  in  The  First  National  Bank  of  Merrimac, 
has  been  made  available  to  the  Commission  by  Mr.  Kenneth  G.  Fowle. 
This  oil  painting  has  been  adapted  to  the  original  gold  leaf  frame  and 
hung  above  the  stage. 

A  museum  committee  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Walter  Perkins  is 
now  being  formed,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  museum  will  be  opened 
by  April  of  1976,  in  the  Town  Flail  auditorium. 

An  Old  Fashioned  Lawn  Party  is  planned  as  a  fund  raising  activity 
on  June  14,  1975. 

The  Centennial  Celebration  will  begin  April  11,  1976  with  an 
ecumenical  service  commemorating  the  governor’s  signing  of  the  act 
which  created  the  new  Town  of  Merrimac  in  1876. 

The  week  of  June  5  -  12,  1976,  will  include  the  Centennial  Ball, 
conducted  tours  of  historic  sites,  open  houses,  fireworks,  square  dance, 
barbeque,  and  parade. 

All  citizens  of  the  town  are  cordially  invited  to  participate  in  the 
aforementioned  events.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  benefits 
provided  under  Chapter  760,  Acts  of  1960  entitled  “An  act  providing 
State  aid  for  free  public  libraries”;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Tree 
Warden  to  employ  himself  to  perform  labor  or  render  services  to  the 
Tree  Department  and  to  establish  the  rate  of  compensation  for  such 
labor  or  services  at  $2.00  per  hour;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 
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ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate

relative  thereto. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  (A)  Authorize  the 
Conservation  Commission  to  purchase,  in  fee,  or  any  other  interest 
therein,  for  conservation  purposes,  from  the  Boston  and  Maine

SEC  7.6  Maps  4,  5,  6,  Merrimac,  Mass.,  Office  of 
VIS  PRES  ENG,  Scale:  1  inch  =  100  feet,  8.6-19-73”,  (B)  That  a  sum  of 
money  be  raised  and  appropriated  and  a  sum  of  money  be  transferred 
from  the  Conservation  Fund  to  defray  the  cost  and  expenses  of  said 
purchase,  (C)  That  the  Conservation  Commission  be  authorized  to 
apply  for  and  receive  any  State  or  Federal  assistance  which  may  be 
necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  foregoing;  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
or  transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  by  the

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or  transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  by  the 
Selectmen  for  the  erection  of  a  tower  and  moving  and  installing  of 
Police  equipment  and  radio  at  the  Brox  Building;  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
or  transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  paid  to  the 
Haverhill  Newburyport  Mental  Health  and  Retardation  Area  Board  for 
the  purpose  of  rendering  mental  health  and  mental  retardation  services 
to  residents  of  the  Town;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  file  applications  under  Section  466E,  Title  33,  of  the 
United  States  Code  for  grants  to  be  made  by  the  United  States  to  aid  in 
defraying  the  costs  of  construction  of  the  sewerage  treatment  works,  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  furnish  such  information  and  to 
take  other  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  the  Town  to 
qualify  for  the  grant;  to  agree  that  if  such  a  grant  is  made,  the  Town 
will  pay  all  of  the  remaining  costs  of  the  approved  project  over  and 
above  the  amount  of  the  grant;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto.

On  petition  of  the  Planning  Board  of  the  Town  of 
Merrimac  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and  endorse  for 
Merrimac,  the  Master  Plan  as  completed  by  the  Planning  Board,  dated, 
February  1964  and  adopt  as  the  Town’s  official  map  that  map 
illustrated  in  this  Master  Plan  on  Page  89  (Map  VIII-I)  entitled 
“Existing  street  classification”;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  by  deleting  the  third  paragraph  of 
Section  XV  and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  3.  The 
excavation  of  these  materials  for  commercial  purposes  shall  be 
permitted  in  any  district  only  by  the  granting  of  a  temporary  permit  by 
the  Board  of  Appeals  as  provided  in  Section  d  of  Article  XIX  of  this 
ordinance  and  in  all  cases  subject  to  the  following  regulations;  A.  A 
plan  of  existing  topography,  prepared  by  a  Registered  Professional 
Engineer  showing  5-foot  contour  intervals  and  with  elevations  relations 
related  to  USCS  data,  B.  A  log  of  soil  borings  taken  to  the  depth  of  the 
proposed  excavation.  The  number  of  borings  taken  will  vary  with  the 
size  and  geological  makeup  of  the  site  and  may  be  decided  by  the 
R.P.E.  preparing  the  site.  C.  A  topographical  map  showing  final  grades, 
drainage  facilities,  etc.  after  excavation  and  in  dictating  features  of  the 
Restoration  Standards  which  follow  in  Part  f.  D.  The  application  for 
permit  must  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  $25  nonrefundable.  E. 
Operations  Standards:  1.  No  excavation  not  intended  for  approved 
building  purposes  will  be  closer  than  200  feet  to  an  existing  public  way 
unless  specifically  permitted  by  the  Selectmen;  and  no  excavation  will 
approach  neighboring  lot  lines  closer  than  50  feet  where  excavation  is 
not  permitted.  Natural  vegetation  shall  be  left  and  maintained  on  the 
undisturbed  land  for  screening  and  noise  reduction  purposes.  2. 
Operation  hours  shall  be  only  between  7:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  on 
weekdays  and  loaded  trucks  may  leave  prescribed  premises  only  within 
such  hours.  All  loaded  vehicles  shall  be  suitable  covered  to  prevent  dust 
and  contents  from  spilling  and  blowing  from  the  load.  3.  The  active 
gravel  removal  operation  area  shall  not  exceed  a  total  area  of  2  acres  at 
any  one  time.  4.  All  trucking  routes  and  methods  will  be  subject  to 
approval  of  the  Chief  of  Police.  5.  All  access  roads  leading  to  public 
ways  shall  be  treated  with  oil,  stone,  or  other  suitable  material  to 
reduce  dust  and  mud  for  a  distance  of  200  feet  back  from  said  public 
way.  6.  Access  roads  shall  be  constructed  at  an  angle  to  the  public  way 
or  constructed  with  a  curve  so  as  to  help  screen  the  operation  from 
public  view.  7.  No  gravel  shall  be  removed  closer  to  spring  high  water 
table  that  would  preclude  its  subsequent  re-use  according  to  existing 
public  health  standards.  This  elevation  shall  be  established  from  a  test 
pit  and  the  level  related  to  a  permanent  monument  on  the  property. 
This  information  shall  show  on  the  topographic  plan.  Water  table  to  be 
determined  by  the  R.P.E.  preparing  plans  from  two  springtime 
observations  at  least  three  weeks  apart.  8.  During  operations,  when  an 
excavation  is  located  closer  than  200  feet  to  a  residential  area  or  public 
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way  and  where  the  excavation  will  have  a  depth  of  more  than  15  feet 
with  a  slope  in  excess  of  1 : 1 ,  a  fence  at  least  6  feet  high  shall  be  erected 
to  limit  access  to  this  area.  9.  No  area  shall  be  excavated  so  as  to  cause 
accumulation  of  free  standing  water.  Permanent  drainage  shall  be 
provided  as  needed  in  accordance  with  good  conservation  practices. 
Drainage  shall  not  lead  directly  into  streams  or  ponds.  10.  All  topsoil 
and  subsoil  shall  be  stripped  from  the  operation  area  and  stockpiled  for 
use  in  restoring  the  area  after  the  removal  operation  has  ceased.  11. 
Any  temporary  shelters  or  buildings  erected  on  the  premises  for  use  by 
personnel  or  storage  of  equipment  shall  be  screened  from  public  view  as 
much  as  possible.  These  structures  shall  be  removed  from  the  premises 
within  30  days  after  they  are  no  longer  needed.  12.  The  Selectmen  or 
their  agents  shall  be  free  to  inspect  the  premises  at  any  time.  13.  No 
excavation  shall  be  allowed  closer  than  200  feet  from  a  natural  stream, 
f.  Restoration  Standards:  1.  No  slope  shall  be  left  with  a  slope  steeper 
than  3:1-  approximately  33°.  2.  All  debris,  stumps,  boulders  etc.  shall 
be  removed  from  the  site  and  disposed  of  in  an  approved  location,  or  in 
the  case  of  inorganic  material,  buried  and  covered  with  a  minimum  of 
two  feet  of  soil.  3.  Following  excavation  and  as  soon  as  possible 
thereafter,  ground  levels  and  grades  shall  be  established  as  shown  on  the 
completed  topographical  plan.  4.  Retained  subsoil  and  topsoil  shall  be 
respread  over  the  disturbed  area  to  a  minimum  depth  of  4  inches.  This 
soil  shall  be  treated  with  3  tons  of  lime  per  acre  and  1,000  pounds  of 
10-10-10  fertilizer  per  acre  and  seeded  with  a  grass  or  legume  mixture 
prescribed  by  the  Conservation  District.  Trees  or  shrubs  of  prescribed 
species  will  be  planted  in  order  to  provide  screening,  natural  beauty, 
and  to  reduce  erosion.  The  planted  area  shall  be  protected  from  erosion 
during  the  establishment  period  using  good  conservation  practices.  5. 
Upon  completion  of  the  operation,  the  land  shall  be  left  so  that  natural 
storm  drainage  leaves  the  property  at  the  original  natural  storm 
drainage  points  and  so  that  the  area  of  drainage  to  any  one  point  is  not 
increased.  6.  Within  six  months  after  termination  of  gravel  operations, 
all  equipment,  buildings,  structures,  and  unsightly  evidence  of 
operations  shall  be  removed  from  the  premises.  7.  A  performance  bond 
of  $2,000  per  acre  shall  be  required.  8.  This  Earth  Removal  By-Law 
shall  be  enforced  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  aided  and  guided  by  the 
Conservation  Commission  which  shall  be  empowered  to  inspect  the  site 
at  any  time.  Noncompliance  with  the  by-law  or  any  part  thereof  shall 
be  reason  for  revoking  the  permit  and  forfeiture  of  the  bond(s);  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  45,  Section  21  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended  by  Chapter 
893  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  to  authorize  the  Conservation  Commission  to 
appoint  a  special  Town  Forest  Committee  to  be  in  charge  of  the 
management  and  care  of  the  Town  Forest;  or  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  to  Robert  R. 
and  Jane  E.  Sargent  a  parcel  of  land  located  near  Sargent’s  Pond  and 
containing  approximately  4,179.67  square  feet  and  in  exchange  to 
accept  a  deed  from  said  Robert  R.  and  Jane  E.  Sargent  to  the  Town  of 
Merrimac  of  a  parcel  of  land  near  Sargent’s  Pond  containing 
approximately  34,186.74  square  feet,  both  of  said  parcels  being  shown 
on  a  plan  entitled,  “Plan  Showing  a  Portion  of  the  Boundary  Line 
Between  Land  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  and  land  of  Robert  R.  and 
Jane  E.  Sargent  as  revised  November  20,  1974,  Scale:  1  inch  =  100  feet, 
Clinton  Foster  Goodwin,  Registered  Land  Surveyor,  25  Washington 
Square,  Haverhill,  Massachusetts”,  said  exchange  of  land  to  be  for  water 
supply  purposes;  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  execute  any 
and  all  deeds  and  other  instruments  necessary  or  convenient  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  this  vote;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Town  of  Merrimac  by  adding  to  Article  III  the  following  sections: 
“Section  9.  Members  absent  from  one-third  of  the  regular  meetings  in 
any  calender  year  may  be  removed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  other 
members  present  and  voting.  Said  Committee  shall  choose  its  own 
officers.  The  members  of  said  Committee  shall  serve  without  salary. 
Section  10.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  authority  at  any  time  to 
investigate  the  books,  accounts  and  management  of  any  department  of 
the  Town,  and  to  employ  such  expert  and  other  assistance  as  it  may 
deem  advisable  for  that  purpose  and  the  books  and  accounts  of  all 
departments  and  officers  of  the  Town  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
the  Committee  and  any  person  employed  by  it  for  that  purpose.  The 
Committee  will  make  public  such  findings  in  a  report  to  the  Town”;  or 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Town  by  deleting  the  words  “One-Thousand  ($1,000.00)  Dollars” 
in  the  first  sentence  of  Section  4  of  Article  IV  and  substituting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  “Two-Thousand  ($2,000.00)  Dollars”;  or  take  any 
other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  Article  25  of 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  on  May  6,  1974  and  any  rules  or  regulation 
promulgated  thereunder  and  to  amend  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  by 
deleting  Section  5  of  Article  XIII  so  that  Article  XIII  of  the  By-Laws 
would  read  as  it  did  prior  to  the  amendment;  or  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  action  of 
the  Town  Meeting  under  Articles  21  and  27  of  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  held  on  February  23,  1970;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
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resolution:  “WHEREAS,  the  Town  of  Merrimac  is  annually  required  to 
raise  funds  on  the  property  tax  for  support  of  State  enacted  programs, 
and  ;  WHEREAS,  The  Town  of  Merrimac  does  not  receive  its  full 
entitlement  under  most  State  Aid  categories,  and;  WHEREAS,  the 
burden  to  raise  all  these  funds  fall  squarely  on  the  taxpayers  of  the 
Town  of  Merrimac,  and;  WHEREAS,  only  a  small  amount  of  revenue 
from  the  State  is  received  in  the  Town  of  Merrimac  for  municipal 
services  not  related  to  education,  and;  WHEREAS,  the  property

ANNUAL  REPORT  1974 
To  the  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  Merrimac: 

The  Merrimac  School  Committee  submits  this  report  for  the  year 
1974.  For  the  educational  program  in  Grades  7-12  please  turn  to  the 
Pentucket  Regional  School  Committee  report.  For  vocational  activities 
in  the  Whittier  Regional  Vocational  Technical  School,  of  which  this 
town  is  a  member,  please  turn  to  the  Whittier  report. 

School  Expenditures 

Over  the  past  few  years  your  School  Committees  have  reviewed  the 
everchanging  duties  and  obligations  of  an  educational  nature  that  affect 
your  schools  and  school  budgets.  You  are  familiar  with  most  of  these 
through  the  efforts  of  the  various  media  that  reach  into  your  home.  As 
you  know  the  Committees  have  accepted  these  responsibilities  because 
they  were  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth  which  the  members  are  sworn 
to  uphold.  The  most  visible  of  these  has  been  Chapter  766  which 
prescribed  diagnosis,  evaluation  and  remediation  of  special  education 
children.  A  careful  examination  of  this  recent  legislation  shows  that  in  a 
number  of  cases,  the  burden  of  education,  pupil  health  and 
rehabilitation  has  been  transferred  from  other  public  agencies  to  the 
schools.  In  a  few  cases  th  pupils  have  been  even  maintained  in  special 
schools  but  their  cost  has  been  ascribed  to  the  local  schools. 

These  laws  have  added  to  the  cost  of  the  education  of  our  children. 
Their  humanitarian  purpose  for  the  child  and  society  cannot  be 
questioned.  The  responsibility  for  carrying  out  these  laws  was  placed  on 
School  Committees  because  no  other  public  or  private  agency  could  do 
as  well.  The  School  Committee  did  not  seek  these  responsibilities  but  it 
is  their  duty  to  carry  them  out.  These  laws  were  well-meant  but  it  is 
evident  that  the  financing  of  these  responsibilities  has  not  kept  pace 
with  the  actual  implementation  thereof. 

But  not  all  the  responsibilities  affecting  your  school  budget  have 
arisen  as  a  result  of  educational  legislation.  We  include  some  of  these 
non-educational  laws  here  not  because  we  are  opposed  to  the  intent  of 
the  law  so  much  as  you  should  know  the  costs  thereof  are  reflected  in 
the  school  budget.  Some  of  these  related  costs  have  a  heavy  impact  in 
one  school  year  and  relatively  minor  impact  thereafter.  Some  have  a 
moderate  cost  annually.

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Reimbursements  for  School  Purposes 

In  the  Fiscal  Year  1975,  the  Town  of  Merrimac  received  nearly  60% 
of  its  school  operation  costs  (Pentucket  and  the  elementary  schools)  as 
reimbursement  from  the  State.  The  amounts  of  money  certified  and/or 
received  as  indicated  by  the  Cherry  Sheet  and  other  communications  to 
the  Town  amounted  to  $808,770.00.  The  total  amount  of  money 
raised  for  both  schools  was  $1,348,583.00  (Pentucket  $701,129  and 
$647,454.00  for  the  elementary  schools.) 

We  point  out  these  reimbursements  because  the  State  mandates  the 
education  of  your  children.  The  State  recognizes  its  responsibility  for 
financing  education  as  evidenced,  in  part,  by  reimbursements.  The  State 
has  preempted  certain  tax  resources  in  its  attempt  to  equalize  the  cost 
of  education.  That  it  has  not  assumed  its  full  responsibility  for 
education  is  evident  to  all  of  us.  Hopefully,  the  present  attempts  of  the 
Legislature  will  correct  the  present  inequities.

Annual  Report,  1974 

To  the  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens 
of  Groveland,  Merrimac  and  West  Newbury: 

This  Committee  submits  this  report  on  its  management  of  your 
schools  during  the  1974  Calendar  Year.  In  addition  to  the  narrative 
portion  of  the  report,  financial  and  other  aspects  of  the  school  follow 
this  brief  presentation.  Each  year  we  review  with  you  briefly  some  of 
the  significant  developments  in  education,  legislation  or  management. 
We  are  following  the  same  procedures  this  year. 

In  the  1972  report  to  the  Towns  we  reviewed  with  you  the  types  of 
decisions  that  the  School  Committee  faces  and  their  consequences.  We 
reviewed  the  decision-making  processes  and  how  it  affects  the  operation 
of  the  schools,  and  other  critical  concerns.  We  will  not  repeat  those 
concerns  here  except  to  report  that  the  building  maintenance  report  of 
a  year  ago  indicated  a  roof  problem  at  the  junior  high  school.  This  is  to 
report  that  a  legal  settlement  was  reached  and  accepted  —  the  District 
accepted  a  $70,000.00  settlement. 

Relocation  of  Central  Administration  Offices 

Effective  September  1,  1973  the  administrative  offices  for  the 
Regional  School  District  and  the  School  Superintendency  Union  were 
moved  to  the  John  C.  Page  School  in  West  Newbury.  The  move  was 
necessitated  by  the  cramped  administrative  quarters  at  the  Senior  High 
School  Building.  Ample  space  is  now  available  for  the  central  office 
personnel  to  provide  more  efficient  services  to  all  interested  parties. 

Curriculum  Changes 

In  our  rapidly  changing  society  in  which  all  aspects  of  our  culture 
are  undergoing  criticism  and  change,  we  find  the  same  observations 
applied  to  on-going  educational  program.  On-going  curriculum 
examinations  have  always  been  part  of  the  desires  of  committees  and 
citizens.  Pentucket  has  shared  these  improvements  with  its  pupils  and 
continues  to  do  so.  Many  of  the  changes  are  improvements  in  contents 
and/or  process  and  do  not  generate  too  much  notice.  Others  are  much 
more  visible  and  we  would  like  to  single  them  out  for  you.  During  1973 
a  work-study  program  was  initiated  to  combine  the  world  of  work  with 
the  academic  program.  This  program  holds  much  promise  if  cooperate 
needs  can  be  determined  and  shared. 
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Another  significant  change  at  the  Regional  School  level  was  the 
introduction  of  instruction  for  those  pupils  with  relatively  severe 
handicaps  in  reading,  now  called  Specific  Learning  Disabilities. 
Although  concerted  efforts  have  been  made  in  schools  for  many  years 
to  overcome  these  handicaps,  additional  knowledge  in  the  diagnosis  and 
remediation  of  these  handicaps  raises  new  hopes  to  improve  the  reading 
levels  of  these  children,  children  who  have  normal  ability  but  have  a 
limiting  dysfunction. 

Both  of  these  changes  and  more  are  mandated  in  the  implementation 
of  Chapter  766  which  goes  into  effect  September  1,  1974.  Although 
many  of  you  have  read  and  heard  much  of  the  impact  of  this 
legislation,  its  significance  and  impact  is  such  that  this  Committee  will 
devote  the  balance  of  this  report  to  the  new  law. 

Special  Education 

You  may  have  noticed  a  significant  change  in  this  year’s  budget  in 
comparison  to  previous  budgets  with  the  inclusion  of  a  section 
specifically  detailing  the  impact  of  Chapter  766  (Acts  of  1972)  dealing 
with  children  with  special  needs.  Because  of  the  complexity  and  the 
ramifications  of  this  legislation,  we  are  attaching  a  very  brief 
summarization  of  the  legislation  on  the  following  pages.  This  brief 
presentation  is  inadequate  for  a  complete  understanding  of  the  impact 
of  Chapter  766.  For  those  who  may  want  or  need  further  clarification, 
materials  to  this  effect  will  be  found  at  the  Central  Administration 
Office. 

Special  Education  —  A  New  Program 

In  spite  of  the  concern  expressed  oftentimes  by  individuals  as  to  the 
validity  of  including  these  services  in  the  school  budget,  until  the  laws 
pertaining  to  these  services  are  repealed,  this  Committee  is  compelled  to 
include  them.  Critics  should  keep  in  mind  (1)  that  the  Schools  did  not 
ask  for  this  inclusion  and  (2)  that  the  legislature  placed  these  services 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  schools  because  it  believed  no  other 
public,  or  private,  agency  could  provide  the  needed  services  as 
reasonably  and  efficiently. 

Reports  to  the  legislators  held  that  in  spite  of  the  best  intentions, 
and  some  remarkable  courage  and  wisdom  in  the  past,  statewide  studies 
showed  that  the  handicapped  in  Massachusetts  continued  to  be 
neglected  and  near-forgotten  as  a  group.  Although  the  lot  of  the 
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handicapped  was  improving  very  slowly  and  painfully,  it  was  not 
considered  adequate  by  those  who  looked  at  it  closely.  For  instance, 
institutionalization  of  special  children,  long  an  established  policy,  was 
considered  less  than  a  success.  The  present  legislation  aims  at  the 
prospect  of  each  individual  living  at  home,  or  in  a  desired  placement. 

Important  Definition  Under  This  Legislation 

“School  age  child”,  any  person  of  ages  three  through  twenty-one 
who  has  not  attained  a  high  school  diploma  or  its  equivalent 

“School  age  child  with  special  needs”,  a  school  age  child  who, 
because  of  temporary  or  more  permanent  adjustment  difficulties  or 
attributes  arising  from  intellectual,  sensory,  emotional,  or  physical 
factors,  cerebral  dysfunctions,  perceptual  factors,  or  other  specific 
learning  disabilities  or  any  combination  thereof,  is  unable  to  progress 
effectively  in  a  regular  school  program  and  requires  special  classes, 
instruction  periods,  or  other  special  education  services  in  order  to 
successfully  develop  his  individual  educational  potential. 

Program  Requirements 

Children  receiving  or  requiring  special  education  shall  be  entitled  to 
participate  in  any  of  the  following  programs:  (1)  additional  direct  or 
indirect  instruction  consultation  service,  materials,  equipment  or  aid 
provided  children  or  their  regular  classroom  teachers  which  directly 
benefits  children  requiring  special  education;  (2)  supplementary 
individual  or  small  group  instruction  or  treatment  in  conjunction  with  a 
regular  classroom  program;  (3)  integrated  programs  in  which  children 
are  assigned  to  special  resource  classrooms  but  attend  regular  classes  to 
the  extent  that  they  are  able  tc  function  therein;  (4)  full-time  special 
class  teaching  or  treatment  in  a  public  school  building;  (5)  teaching  or 
treatment  at  home;  (6)  full-time  teaching  or  treatment  in  a  special  day 
school  or  other  day  facility;  (7)  teaching  or  treatment  at  a  hospital;  (8) 
teaching  or  treatment  at  a  short  or  long  term  residential  school;  (9) 
occupational  and  pre-occupational  training  in  conjunction  with  the 
regular  occupational  training  program  in  a  public  school;  (10) 
occupational  and  pre-occupational  training  in  conjunction  with 
full-time  special  class  teaching  in  a  public  school  building,  at  home, 
special  day  school  or  other  day  facility,  hospital,  or  short  or  long-term 
residential  school;  (11)  any  combination  or  modification  of  programs 
(1)  through  (10)  or  other  programs,  services,  treatments  or 
experimental  provisions  which  obtain  the  prior  approval  of  the 
department.

Those  persons  assessing  said  child  shall  maintain  a  complete  and 
specific  record  of  diagnostic  procedures  attempted  and  their  results,  the 
conclusions  reached,  the  suggested  courses  of  special  education  and 
medical  treatment  best  suited  to  the  child’s  needs,  and  the  specific 
benefits  expected  from  such  action.  A  suggested  special  education 
program  may  include  family  guidance  or  counseling  services.  When  the 
suggested  course  of  study  is  other  than  regular  education  those  persons 
assessing  said  child  shall  present  a  method  of  monitoring  the  benefits  of 
such  special  education  and  conditions  that  would  indicate  that  the  child 
should  return  to  regular  classes,  and  a  comparison  of  expected 
outcomes  in  regular  class  placement. 

If  a  child  with  special  needs  requires  medical  or  psychological 
treatment  as  part  of  a  special  education  program  provided  pursuant  to 
this  section,  or  if  his  parent  or  guardian  requires  social  services  related 
to  the  child’s  special  needs,  such  treatment  or  services,  or  both,  shall  be 
made  available,  in  accordance  with  regulations  promulgated  jointly  by 
the  departments  of  education,  mental  health,  public  health  and  public 
welfare  in  connection  with  the  child’s  special  education  program. 

Additional  Planning 

As  evident  in  the  above  paragraphs  much  effort  is  being  given  to 
making  your  schools  the  kind  of  schools  that  the  community  wants. 
There  are  other  items  of  concern  to  all  of  you  that  the  Committee  is 
working  on.  Since  these  are  in  study  form  they  will  be  mentioned  only. 
The  three  large  areas  of  concern  are:  curriculum  and  scheduling 
changes,  long-range  plans  for  athletic  facilities,  and  long-range  grounds 
and  building  facilities. 

And  finally,  we  are  not  insensitive  to  the  critics  of  our  programs. 
Because  we  place  a  high  value  on  our  youth,  we  support  the  level  of 
services  that  the  community,  directly  or  indirectly  demands.

The  Finance  Committee  respectfully  submits,  for  your 
approval,  their  budget  recommendations  for  the  year  July  1,  197U 
to  June  30,  1975# 

The  serious  financial  situation  the  Town  is  now  faced  with 
Was  kept  foremost  in  our  minds  while  each  budget  and  special 
article  was  discussed  and  reviewed. 

Due  to  the  current  inflationary  trends  we  are  all  faced  with, 
it  has  been  virtually  impossible  to  hold  the  line  in  all  cases. 
However,  the  Finance  Committee  is  in  agreement  that  all  requests 
are  reasonable  and  justified.  The  one  exception  to  the  previous 
statement  being  the  budget  submitted  by  the  Merrimac  School 
Committee.  We  were  unable  to  reach  an  agreed  figure  with  the 
School  Committee.  The  figure  appearing  in  the  Omnibus  Articles 
is  the  amount  we.  The  Finance  Committee,  felt  was  justified. 

As  a  reminder  to  the  Townspeople,  the  Finance  Committee 
acts  only  as  a  watchdog  for  the  taxpayers  of  the  Town  regarding 
financial  matters.  Any  monies  requested  must  be  justified  by  each 
Department  Head,  Committee  Chairman  or  individual,  to  you,  on  the 
Townmeeting  floor. 

Therefore,  we  urge  the  utmost  restraint  when  considering  any 
recommendations  for  increase  to  the  budget.
